The  Wild  hold  a  3-0-1-1 
all-time  edge  over  the  Clippers,  and  are  2-0-0  in  games  played  in  Town  Toyota  Center.  The  teams  will  meet  once  more  this 
season,  on  February  9  at  Frank  Crane  Arena  in  Nanaimo,  BC.

Goalie  Seth  Eisele  is  11-6-0  with  a  2.44  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a 
Save  Percentage  of  .890.  Nanaimo  is  led  by  Tristan  Crozier  (15g,  30a)  and  Jake  Harris  (18g,  22a).  Goalie  Jordan  Naylor  in 
net  is  an  affiliate  player  getting  his  first  Junior  A  start.
